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INTRODUCTION 

The  dates  in  this  planting  table  apply  to  the  entire  state.  The 
first  dates  given  for  spring  planting  and  the  last  dates  for  fall  plant- 
ing are  intended  for  south  Georgia.  The  last  dates  given  for  spring 
planting  and  the  first  dates  for  fall  planting  are  intended  for  north 
Georgia.  The  average  will  be  found  to  be  the  proper  planting  time 
for  middle  Georgia. 

Depth  to  plant  is  given  in  a general  way,  and  in  this  good  judg- 
ment should  be  used  by  the  gardener.  Early  planting  in  a cold 
moist  soil  should  not  be  as  deep  as  later  planting  when  the  soil 
is  warm  and  drier,  other  things  being  equal.  As  a rule,  the  sandy 
soils  require  deeper  planting  than  the  heavier  clay  soils. 

For  horse  cultivation  rows  should  not  be  placed  closer  than  2 y2 
feet.  In  small  gardens  where  a horse  is  not  used  such  crops  as 
onions,  lettuce,  radish,  beets,  and  spinach  may  be  planted  in  rows 
18  inches  apart  or  even  closer  in  some  instances  where  the  soil  is 
rich  and  holds  moisture  well. 

The  varieties  given  are  the  ones  that  have  given  good  results 
under  southern  conditions  of  soil  and  climate.  Some  of  the  newer 
varieties  are  good  but  should  be  tried  out  before  being  planted  ex- 
tensively in  any  locality. 

The  time  of  maturity  from  planting  of  vegetable  seeds  is  hard  to 
give  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  as  a great  deal  depends  on  variety, 
seasons  and  soil  conditions.
